But Oscar Monnig, Fort Worth 
astronomer, and the U. S. Weather 
Bureau observers were not excited 
at all when they learned of the De- 
catur report. 
Monnig said he believed the spec­ 
tacle was a condensation trail caused 
by an airplane flying at high alti­ 
tude, and that he had heard of three 
other cases where persons had mis­ 
taken condensation trails for daylight 


meteor trails.

caused by a plane, explaining that 
the freezing level is now 13,000 feet 
and that a plane flying at 20,000 
could have caused the condensation 
trail.
